BRITISH BOMBERS BLAST 
AT INVASION AREAS AND 
ROMANIAN CAPITAL

Col. Thomas H. Ball, 85, former

admitted to the bar In 1888 
after 


attending law lectures at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia.

three terms, and during his tenure 
the town Issued bonds for a public 
school. This was the first bond is- 
sue in Texas by a town as small as 
Huntsville. 


In 1896 he was elected to Congress 


and served until 1903 when he retir- 
ed to resume his private piftctlce of 
lawOne of the early advocates of pro- 
hibition, Col. Bal! sought no more 
office until his campaign for GoV' 
ernor in 1914, but in 1911 was chair- 
man of the prohibition statewide 
executive committee.

He can recall the

lover, when Hoot Gibson wan as 
"hot"

Sinatra, 
when 
Pearl 


White ("Perils of Pauline" fame) 
was the nation's heroine, snd when 
silent pictures gave way to one' 
word "sound' pictures and then 
full-length talkies.

McCary practically grew up In 
theater In Corsicana.
